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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the metal silicide 1 3 in Huang provides the 
interconnect between the layer 12 and the interconnect 44. The metal filled vias are also being used as interconnect metals The 
limitation (i.e., the via is "a metal filled opening between various layers of a semiconductor device that provides electrical connection 
between layers") is not recited in the rejected claim. In fact, Huang teaches a portion of metal 44 filled the via 42a 
The silicide layer 9 in Yoo provides the interconnect between the source/drain layer 5b. 7b and the interconnect 31 The metal filled vias 
are also being used as interconnect metals. The limitation (i.e.. the via is "a metal filled opening between various layers of a 
semiconductor device that provides electrical connection between layers") is not recited in the rejected claim In fact Yoo teaches a 
portion of metal 31,55 filled the via 27,51. 

Inohara et al. teaches, as shown in Figure 13, the silicide layer 25 is on the semiconductor surface 11 and the stopper film 13a located 
on the sihcide layer 25. Note that the term "on" does not necessarily mean "directly on" and/or "directly contact". The limitation (i e the 
via IS "a metal filled opening between various layers of a semiconductor device that provides electrical connection between layers") is not 
recited in the rejected claim. In fact, Inohara et al. teaches a portion of 16b filled the via 32. 
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
